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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to because of the following informalities: In line 1 of claim 
6 the word "system" has been underlined. This is improper since underlining in a claim is 
reserved for amending limitations in a claim. In claim 6 the limitation "thigh" has been placed in 
parenthesis. This is improper since parenthesis in a claim is reserved for placement around 
reference numerals of the drawings. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claim 6, the phrases "either or both", "nylon or similar", "plastic or similar", 
"velcro or similar", "velcro or like", and "firm elastic or similar" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by "or"), 
thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

In claim 6 the use of the trademark "Velcro" is improper. A trademark by definition does 
not specify any particular structure. Therefore the structure represented by a trademark cannot 
be determined. Also the use of trademarks in claims is not permitted. 
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In claim 7 the preamble "The specially designed cargo pants" does not agree with the 
preamble "A cargo pant thigh holster system" set forth in claim 6. This claim is rejected as 
indefinite since it is unclear if applicant is further limiting all of claim 6 or only a portion of it. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.G. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Young 
2003/0205595 in view of Brustein 5,988,467. 

Young teaches a concealed carrying product comprising a pair of cargo pants 50 with 
side pockets 52, a holster secured in the thigh pocket 11 and a means for attaching the holster to 
the pants leg 21, 32. Young however does not teach the addition of a retainer strap to encircle 
the leg of a user and further secure the holster to the users leg. Brustein teaches a similar holster 
for a handgun 20 that is attached to a retainer strap 30 which encircles a users leg. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention of Young to further 
include a retainer strap in the manner as taught by Brustein in order to obtain the benefit of 
further securing the holster to a users leg. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 6 and 7 have been considered but are moot 
in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
